CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—The statement re- 
cently issued by. the.

CURRENCY CONTRACTION: 

A correspondent sends to Tum TIMES 
Mhe following query: 

There is.@ report extant that Secre- 

tary Metbn has retired in the lagt 
several years over two billion, dollars 
in currency, thereby restricting cir- 
culation medium ofthe country by 
that much. Kindly inform me as to 
the accuracy of report. ; 

This statement or rumor merely re- | 
Deats | a@ very old: assertion which has | 
repeatedly bedn shown to be absolutely 
unfounded, but which reappears from 
time to time for use in political con- 
treversy. In the first place, Secre- 
tary Meiion has nothing whatéver to 
do with elther the incréase or the de- 
crease of the Federal Reserve cur- 
tency. Circulation of the reserve notes 
expands or contracts according as pri- 
vate banks in the Reserve system 
increase or dGécrease the amount of 
‘commercial bills rediscounted by them 
at the Federal Reserve, for the pur- 
pose of taking out or retiring, as the 
case may be, am equivalent amount 
of Federal ‘Reservé ‘notes.’ This ma- 
chinery is carefully prescribed in the 
Federal Reserve law, and it is wholly 
impossible for ‘the Secretary of the 
Tréasury or any member of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board to increase or de- 
crease the reserve note circulation ‘by 
his own indtvidual volition. 

In the sécond place, it is not true 
that the currency has been contracted 
two billfon: dollars in the last few 
years, The total stock. of money in 
the United States,-as reported monthly 
by “the ‘Government, was, $8,872,- 
959,000 at the end of Décember, 1920, 
when the Federal Reserve note circu- 
lation. was at.its‘highest. It stood at 
$8,977,466,000 at the end of December, 
1923, and at $8,676,373,00D"at the end 
of last August. 

It is perfectly true that Federal 
Reserve note circulation, ‘taken as a 
whole, was reduced from.its maximum 
Of $3,404,000,000 in December, 1920, 
to $1,729,859,000 at the end of ‘last 
August. This reduction was caused, 
first by collapse of an over-inflated 
credit posttion ‘which had been created 
by the wild speculation of. 1920, but 
second, and of much more importance, 
bythe enormous import of gold into 
the United States from Europe which 
folidwed~ 1920. At ‘the end of 1020, 
when the Federal Reserve note circu- 
lation was.at its highest, the stock of 
gold.in the United States was $2,784,- 
$84,000; at the end of August, 1924, 
“it was $4,531,150,000. _A large part of 
‘this increase .wént into the: reserves 
of the Federal Reserve banks. and 
cther batiking 4nstitutians, where it 
was used as a basis for increased, 
credit.° But. the actual ‘circulation of 
gold or gold certificates rose from 
$1, 187,861,000 at the end of 1920.to 
$1,990,075,000 at .the' end of Lene 
August.
